Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush 
and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protec- 
tion in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at 
tinnes  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered  in  New 
hiampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss  this  year 
have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can 
hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  rennem- 
ber  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  care- 
lessness and  that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  mor©  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use 
our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before.  We 
must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but,  above 
all,  prevention  by  everyone  Is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help, 
as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  cov- 
ered with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco 
before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automo- 
biles, always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 
The   observance   of  these   and    other   simple   rules  will   go 

far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in 

this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To-  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Eaton: 

Four  years  ago  Eaton  had  35  pupils  in  grades  1-8  in  the 
Snowville  school.  Today  there  are  37  in  grades  1-5,  and  the 
I  I  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8  are  transported  to  Conway.  This  is 
is  a  satisfactory  educational  organization,  but  there  are  too 
many  in  grades  1-5  for  a  good  school.  Twenty-five  is  as  many 
in  the  lower  grades  as  any  teacher  can  teach  effectively.  The 
School  Board  and  people  of  Eaton  have  a  problem  of  deciding 
what  educational  standards  they  desire  for  their  children,  ana 
how  to  finance  it.  I  recommend  that  a  study  of  the  Coopera- 
r.ve  District  organization  be  made  as  there  might  be  some 
definite  advantage  to  Eaton  in  such  a   plan. 

The  school  room  needs  to  be  painted;  the  toilets  repaired, 
and  the  roof  fixed. 

A  swing,  and  balls  should  be  purchased  for  recess  and  noon 
play.  Although  the  grounds  are  inadequate,  some  equipment 
could  make  them  more  nearly  satisfactory  for  the  primary 
grades. 

There  is  a  bill  in  the  legislature  which,  if  passed,  would 
require  districts  to  transport  high  school  pupils.
